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Introduction 


The tachinid fauna of Kamchatka remains little 
known. Only five species have been previously 
recorded: Nowickia marklini Zett. (Zimin, 1935), 
Linnaemya rossica Zimin (Herting, 1984), Mac- 
quartia plumbea Richter et Wood (1995), Thelai- 
ra nigripes F. (Zimin & al., 1970) and Phasia 
hemiptera F. (Draber-Mońko, 1965). An 
addition-al ten species were collected in 
Kamchatka by R. Malaise and identified by 
Daphne Aubertin in 1929 but were not reported. 
The specimens are now in the collection of the 
Swedish Muse-um of Natural History, 
Stockholm, as follows: Belida angelicae Mg., 
Phebellia glauca Mg., Gonia picea R.-D., 
Nowickia marklini Zett., Panzeria rudis FIl., 
Linnaemya picta Mg., Pe-latachina tibialis F11., 
Phasia hemiptera F., Cy-lindromyia interrupta 
Mg., and Besseria an-thophila Loew. 

The following list of Tachinidae from Kam- 
chatka includes 24 species and is based on an 
examination of the tachinids collected by D.R. 
Kasparyan and V.V. Zlobin in 1985 along the 
Kamchatka River between Kozyrevsk (56°15'N; 
159°54’E) and Milkovo (54°42’N; 158°41’E). 22 
species are for the first time recorded from Kam- 
chatka. 

All the species of tachinids listed here from 
Kamchatka are widely distributed in the Palae- 
arctic Region. A few are also known from North 
America.
